The Assembly gave him a 
majority of 36 on the second 
reading of the bill, which cails 
for 101,000m. francs of new 


taxes. It voted the bill by 223. 


‘to .187 with about 40 absten- 
tions. 


The vote was taken against 
the background of a Socialist 
revolt within the Government 
over new price measures, in- 
volving the slashing of state 
subsidies. 

Although represented at the 
Cabinet meeting that decided 
on the price rises, the So- 
cialists are threatening to 
withdraw. from the month- 
old Government. If they do, a 
new government crisis will 
start on the eve of the NATO 
summit meeting which opens 
here on December 16.
